Great Commoner Declares That 


Ohio Dry Will Swing Other States 
Into Line And Make Both Politi- 
cal Parties Write Prohibition In 
1912 Planks— Pleads That ManJ 
kind Be Raised To Hog Level. 


It is up to the farmers in Ohio to put the nation dry. In no uncertain 


words William Jennings Bryan, three times candidate for president and 
perhaps the greatest orator who has lifted up his voice in defense of pro- 
hibition. laid the burden of the fight on the shoulders of the Ohio farrtier. 


•'If Oiiio goes wet," he said, "it will he the fault of the farmer staying 


in his cornfields anil not casting his vote." A few minutes later in closing 
hi:; speech he declared: "If Ohio votes dry it will swing the nation and I 
pr-rd-cl that in 1920 the great Democratic party and the Republican party 
will write into their platforms prohibition planks and that three-fourths or 
at least two-thirds of the states will have become dry"
